NO MORE PATENTS 


Will Be Granted Until the Railroad 


Settle their Debts.

Smith has determined that no inor 
patents for land granted the subsidised 
railroade shall be issued until there ha 
been a settlement of tho debt due th 
government from these roads. An al 
tempt was made to get a resolution t 
this effect through congress but it failed 
As soon aa the resolution was presenter 
Commissioner Lamoreaux, of the gen 
eral land oflice, immediately Buspendei 
work upon the preparation of lists o 
lands within the grants, and none were 
sent to the secretary for approval while 
the resolution was pending.

wardSj when congress adjourned, thi 
commissioner 
felt compelled 
to g 


ahead with the patenting of lands to 
the Union and Central Pacific roads 
but with the announcement of tho sec 
retary that he would not approve an; 
further patents to these roads, worl 
waa again suspended. Secretary Smitl 
will, in a short time make an order to 
that effect and give reasons for such 
action. He Bays that ho thinks it jns 
that no inore patents should he grantee 
when tho roads owe the governmen 
such large sums^ It has been statet 
thata suit for mandamus to compel thf 
secretary to continue issuing patents 
will bo brought by the railroads. When 
ibis was suggested to Secretary Smith 
today be said that it would be time 
enough to begin work on the patents 
when the courts granted such man- 
damus.

The matter was brought to an issue in u 
civil case in tho justice court here, when 
Wot Soot brought suit against Hris- 
bough and others to recover damages 
for an alleged assault committed by tho 
Indian policemen. The case was deckl- 
ed in favor of the plaintiff, but waa ap- 
pealed by United States District Attor- 
ney Murphy to the state circuit court. 


Later chiefs No Shirt, Young Chief 


and twenty other head men were ar- 
rested for dancing, contrary to 
tho 


agent's orders. This caused a riot in 
the council chamber and a general row 
WUH narrowly averted. Tho chiefs were 
released, but wero again nrre&ted on 
tin* aumo charge, and also for resisting 
United States officers. They were aent 
to juil, hut employed counsel to sue out

Ho holda that the 
Indiana are jitizena under the Dawea 
act, entitled to all rights, privileges and 
immunities of other citizens excepting 
as to tho alienation of their allotted 
lands on'the reservations, title to which 
was transferred subject to trusteeship 
of the United States government. The 
release of No Shirt and Young Chief 
was also ordered. 


Counsel for the Indian court will ap- 


peal. The Indians' counsel were seen 
and said they had told the Indiana they 
must not resort to violence in any event, 
but abide by the supreme court de- 
cision. 


The only fear expressed is that the 


Indians may get drunk and get into 
trouble with the Indian police.

ready twice shot, Deputy Constable 
Crutoher appeared on the scene and 
called on lirown to surrender. 


Instead of complying Brown thrust 


the piatol in thu officer's face, and when 
commanded to drop the weapon ho pawl 
ho would not, and added that ho would 
kill 
Thnson 
before 
morning. 
But 


Officer Crntchcr placed him under ar- 
rest, and whan the crowd pressed up on 
all aides Brown got rid of the pistol b> 
some means, and it could not be found 
for «ome time; but Deputy Sheriff Bed- 
ford 
liiuilly ascertained that one of 


Brown's employes in 
the bootblack 


stand had it, and made him give it up. 
It waa a .:!2 and all six chambers wore 


Brown wanted to hunt bail, but ho 


WHS taken to juil against his protest. 


As nearly us could be learned, tho 


trouble between Brown and Thnson 
dates back several months, and grew out 
of a debt, of $1 which lirown claimed 
was due from Thuson. 
They |had Ire- 


miunllv umirreled, and whenever Bro'.vn 
was drinking and ran across Thusim 
there waa trouble. Brown waa drunk 
last night and the usual quarrel bcgi 
Thereupon Tlmson struck him with his 
lint below tlie eye, cutting him t-evurt'ly 
With that the pistol came out with tht 
rean'taa given above. 


Although badly hurt, Thinon did not 


fall, hut "walked to DM. Deardorfi 
Puvidaon'd otlico, aseiateil by LV-puU 
Sheriff Ikuford. 
Dr. Davidson and Dr 


Rurdick examined his woundn.
